Wareham and towns in between - also is being inundated 
with requests for help. The nonprofit has reported a 
dramatic spike in the number of requests for turkeys and 
other Thanksgiving food this year.

Trash Talk with SEMASS 
By Laura Fedak PeduUi 

Talking trash about a neighbor is not considered 
great etiquette. Unless, that is, you're talking about 
Covanta SEMASS' s energy-to- waste facility in 
northeastern Rochester. 

Although SEMASS has been in operation for 23 
years, many of its neighbors do not know what happens 
at its 95-acre site. 

Rochester neighbors financially benefit from the 
presence of SEMASS. About 18 percent of monies in the 
Town of Rochester's town coffers derive the company's 
monthly payments in lieu of taxes. In exchange, the town 
allows the plant to process 20 percent of Massachusetts' 
post-recycled trash each year, or 1.1 million tons of trash 
on its land. 

SEMASS does not just take trash to deposit in 
a landfill, but is engaged in creating renewable energy. 
The electricity it generates is sold to NSTAR and powers 
75,000 homes. For every ton of trash, a ton of greenhouse 
gases is saved, explained Patti Howard, SEMASS' s 
Outreach Coordinator.

''It's counterproductive to be thought of as an 
excuse to make more trash," she cautions, however. "You 
have to recycle. . . people have forgotten how to reuse or 
reduce." For that reason, SEMASS is in the business of 
collecting recyclable materials from trash. 

Although SEMASS' s technology has been used 
and fine-tuned since it opened in 1988, it is not commonly 
used. Essentially, municipal trucks or trucks from transfer 
stations bring the trash, which is unloaded and chopped 
up into 4-inch by 4-inch bits by what Ms. Howard 
describes as a massive garlic press. 

Before getting burned, dangerous materials and 
metals are removed from the trash. Ray Rondonitis, an 
engineer who monitors trash from a remote room near the 
combustion chamber, ensures no inappropriate material is 
taken up the conveyor belt to the massive stove. He said 
that the disposal of propane tanks is a huge problem. 

"In October, we found 70 propane tanks," he said. 

In the process of sifting through trash, SEMASS 
recovers 50,000 tons of recyclable material. "We find 
$1,000 of coins in the trash every day!" Ms. Howard said. 

The trash then is sent up to one of three 
combustion chambers. Burned at high temperatures, the 
refuse is reduced to 10 percent of its original volume. The 
burning of the trash heats up the water in steel tubes that 
form the walls of the combustion chamber. The water 
is turned into steam and sent through a turbine that 
constantly generates electricity. Ms. Howard noted that

all water stays in the system - and even water from the 
detention pond is used in the plant. 

Before getting released into the air, the resulting 
smoke is processed through a series of filters to remove as 
much sulfur dioxide and carbon dioxide as possible. 

The emissions coming from the smokestack at the 
top of the plant are rather clear, in part because SEMASS 
is required by state to remove 75 percent of dangerous 
materials. In a remote, soundproof room adjacent to the 
burning chamber, engineer Mike Keogh constantly is 
monitoring emission release, and that day said the plant 
removed 81 percent. 

The Department of Energy reviews such data on a 
daily basis, and if standards are not met, there are serious

consequences. 

''The consequences are immediate. TheyTl shut 
you dow^n/' said Mr. Keogh. Additionally, he said if there 
is an equipment failure, ''youTl get a fine.'' 

The burned trash, myw fly ash, at the bottom of 
the combustion chamber is taken off site to a landfill. The 
trash is now in totally different form than when it arrived 
hours earlier. 

In total, the SEMASS plant employs 175 people 

- and is doing Research and Development work to turn 
refuse into fuel. She said progress is still being made on 
that front in the hopes that the plant can generate even 
more energy. 

A moratorium on the building of Energy-from- 
Waste facilities is in effect right now in Massachusetts, 
Ms. Howard added, noting that 20 percent of the state's 
trash is still hauled out of state. 

"People are afraid of what they don't know," she 

said. 

In the meantime, Ms. Howard's mantra is 
all about recycling and knowing where to dispose of 
unwanted material. She offered the following reminders: 

• Do not throw out computers or televisions 

- take them to designated areas at transfer station for 
handling.

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Like its neighbors in Marion, the residents of 
Rochester may soon need to consider the future of their 
aging Tow^n Hall in its capital needs forecast. 

At a November 7 selectmen meeting, Tow^n 
Administrator Richard LaCamera presented the topic of 
Tow^n Hall restoration or replacement as something that 
needs to be considered in the near future. 

''The tow^n hall needs work/' said Mr. LaCamera. 
"We're currently leasing space because we have limited 
space available. I think it's time to look at the tow^n hall." 
Mr. LaCamera listed all the major improvements that 
the Town Hall needs, including roof and heating system 
repair, and said that such w^ork w^ould just be "putting 
band-aids on this building". 

"It's not going to happen next year," he said, "but I 
think we need to start planning now^. . . No one likes to 
talk about overrides, but we need to talk about w^hat 
potentially needs to be done." 

In addition to considering the future of the Tow^n Hall, 
Mr. LaCamera urged the Board to consider an organized 
approach to road upkeep in the coming years, saying that 
Rochester receives approximately $240,000 a year for road 
maintenance, but roadw^ork needs are in the millions. 

Selectman Richard Nunes commented that 
interest rates are low, making borrowing enticing. "If 
we're going to be borrowing money, now's the time to 
borrow it," he said. 

"Yeah, but we have to pay it back," said Selectman 
Bradford Morse. 

"In this difficult economy. . . we've already got 
people who can't pay the taxes they've got," added 
Selectman Naida Parker.

In other news, the Board met with resident Jeffrey 
Cordeiro to hear a request for a dog fee waiver. 

Mr. Cordeiro, a new resident and owner of two 
dogs, said he was not informed on the licensing process 
in Rochester.

Cordeiro quickly complied when he realized the issue. 

"\ understand what he's saying/' said Selectman 
Nunes. 'Tt sounds like he was very busy and justified. I 
can go with a pass this one time.'' 

"\ just don't like to set a precedent of waiving 
late fees, but I'll go for it this one time," agreed Selectman 
Morse. The Board voted to grant the waiver, with 
Selectman Parker abstaining from the vote, citing conflict. 

In other news: 

• The Board approved a pole location for Burgess 
Ave. According to a Verizon representative, the pole 
would be placed near a driveway to prevent wire sagging 
and improve service. 

• The Board signed a conservation restriction 
for a 54-acre parcel of land on the Mattapoisett River. 
The parcel, owned by the Town of Marion and Buzzard's 
Bay Coalition (BBC), was purchased for drinking water 
protection. According to BBC Director of Land Protection 
Allen Decker, the conservation restriction would ensure 
aquifer protection for Marion. 

In a final item, developer Mario Di Bona again 
appealed to the Board to reconsider their stance on 
granting a water extension half a mile to a proposed 33- 
unit, 55-and-over condominium slated for New Bedford 
Road. 

Back in March 2010, the Board had denied the 
extension request for "Forest Landing", saying that 
they were not comfortable with a larger-scale water

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request until the town had formally accepted a water 
plan. Conservation Commission, Board of Health and 
the Planning Board had all approved the request, but 
selectmen, in particular Selectmen Parker and Morse, had 
expressed hesitation in "piecemealing'' the water. 

Without reconsideration, the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) would be surveying 
the land for two wells, said Mr. DiBona - one for regular 
water supply and one for a back-up reserve. 

''My main concern is fire protection,'' said Mr. 
DiBona. "I don't think [the reserve is] going to last too 
long. . . I think for the benefit of the residents, it would be 
better if they had town water." Mr. DiBona said that the 
water line would actually cost more, but he reiterated that 
he would pay for the whole line and would include three 
hydrants, every 500 feet, to meet code. 

Selectman Parker held fast to her prior decision, 
however. "I expressed concerns before, [about] adding 
onto water systems without a plan in place," she said. 

"My concern is extending the water main to the 
edges of town when we have to focus on the center of 
town," agreed Selectman Morse. 

Frustrated, Mr. DiBona replied: "As a taxpaying 
citizen of this town, I think it's a tragedy. . . it's free. It 
doesn't cost you guys anything to do this. Your rationale 
makes no sense to me whatsoever. . . You should be 
looking to grow and develop the town reasonably."

Aquaculture License Change Approved 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Anne Kakley 

Mattapoisett selectmen oversaw yet another 
chapter in the town's ongoing aquaculture debate at their 
regular meeting on November 8, 2011, when aquaculture 
license holder Robert Field came before the Board to 
amend his existing operation's acreage. 

Mr. Field's aquaculture operation has existed 
in two sections of Brant Island Cove since 1986. Town 
and state documents from 1986 to 2008 indicated that 
the operation existed on approximately 3.5 acres; 
however, after realizing survey miscalculations, the 
operation was revealed to actually span closer to 6 acres. 
Acknowledging an error had been made, Mr. Field said 
that the license amendment would be for the 4.94 acres 
that he now actually uses. He presented the Board with 
a map outlining the two areas of the cove used by his 
shellfishing farm, which he had reshaped to keep it 
''cleaner, more compact, [and] less intrusive." 

The town hall conference room was packed with 
neighbors and abutters with polarized views on the 
application amendment. 

Reading from a prepared statement, resident Lisa 
Winsor said that Mr. Field's request to formally increase 
his operation by 44 percent from initial acreage granted 
was unacceptable. She argued that the applicant had been 
given more leniency than a recreational fisherman would 
have been given by the town. 

"When a recreational shell fisherman is caught 
exceeding catch limits, he is fined $125," Ms. Winsor said. 
"Recreational shell fishermen are held to a high standard 
of knowing and obeying the rules spelled out on their 
license. I have to wonder why an aquaculture license 
holder is not held to a similarly high standard."

Brandt Island Road resident Raymond LaFleur 
questioned the motive of the applicant.

been in the same spot for all these years. . . he hasn't been 
bothering anybody and he isn't bothering anyone now 
and there's no reason to not let this go through/' said Mr. 
Ward. 

"Did you ever come up with anyone who had 
a problem with the footprint over the years?" resident 
Richard Barros asked the Board. 

"I don't know of anyone who has had a problem," 
said Chairman Silva. 

"This situation is so important because we're all 
here for the same reason - to protect Mattapoisett's coastal 
water," said longtime resident and former selectman 
George Randall. "It's touchy because it's neighbor against 
neighbor, friend against friend, relative against relative. 
We have to make sure we do the right thing for the town 
of Mattapoisett." Mr. Randall reflected on when he was a 
child, growing up in the Great Depression in Mattapoisett, 
and shellfish was a source of food for destitute families. 
"If it hadn't been for the family shellfishing license and 
the abundance of shellfish in the waters, a lot of the 
people wouldn't have made it at all. We have to protect 
the waters of Mattapoisett," he said. 

"This meeting is certainly not about a witch's 
hunt in Bobby Field's direction," said abutter Joyce 
Almeida. "I've never had a problem with his site over 
there. I think we're using this as a measure for what's to 
come. . . We need to use this as a focal point for the future. 
We need to move on, accept the rules and regulations and 
put them in place." 

Upon closing the hearing. Vice Chairman Jordan 
Collyer said that he was comfortable with the license 
amendment, contingent upon a peer review of the 
amended farm boundaries to assure that the acreage is 
accurate, and also the payment of past dues for acreage 
that went without fee payment from 1986 to 2008. Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne estimated that figure to 
total around $1,100. 

With those contingencies in place, the Board 
approved the aquaculture license amendment. 

In two other public hearings, the Board:

''It's time to start that conversation again, start 
working toward a land use plan," said Town Planner John 
Charbonneau.

Corridor Rail Plan as a starting point to developing the 
land use map. 

'Tf our map matches SouthCoast rail plan, w^e're 
eligible for state funding,'' she said - noting that the 
integration of that plan is often tallied into the scoring of 
grants for local municipal projects, such as that for new 
recreational facilities or a new police cruiser, etc. 

A discussion ensued on hosting a workshop after 
the holiday season to further develop the land use plan 
- as well as the Center Overlay District. This workshop 
would allow the Planning Board to present different maps 
and scenarios and offer a chance for the public to weigh in 
on the rezoning of the town. 

In unrelated business, Mr. Charbonneau noted 
that a Zoning Board of Appeals hearing related to 
Edge wood Development's proposed construction of 
an asphalt plant in Rochester's industrial district is 
scheduled for 7:00 pm on Thursday, November 10. The 
Planning Board had approved the plant at a 5-acre site 
off Kings Highway last May, but abutters and their 
representatives appealed it.

cleaning costs related to the closing out of the renovation 
project and unpaid staff labor from last year. She also 
commented that a year ago in September, RMS had a 
deficit of $14,852 - and that the program's expenses for 
this month ran $2,000 less than in 2010. 

''Although we are a little negative, things 
are looking a lot better," Ms. Meagher said. Higher 
lunch costs, reduction in the use of plastic containers 
by replacing some with deli paper, and tightening up 
purchasing / following bids more closely accounted for 
some of the positive trend, she said.

School Report 

Academic Victories for ORR 
By Anne Smith 

• Advanced Placement - The staff of Old 
Rochester Regional High School and the parents of 
students attending the school are always proud of the 
district's top-notch academic standards, which were once 
again evidenced in recent high school accolades. First, 
on Tuesday, November 1, the Old Rochester Regional 
School District received the honor of being named on 
the 2011 Advanced Placement District Honor Roll. This 
Honor Roll, which is created by College Board, the 
company that creates and runs the Advanced Placement 
testing program for high school students, recognizes 
school districts that have broadened their students' 
access to Advanced Placement programs of study while 
simultaneously maintaining or increasing the percentage 
of Advanced Placement students who score 3 or higher 
on their exams. (Students who score a 3 on the exam can 
often receive college credit, although some colleges and 
universities require scores of 4 or 5; 5 is the highest score a 
student can receive). 

Old Rochester Regional is notable for having 
Advanced Placement in two of the three offered 
languages, two years of history, two years in science, 
two years in math, and two years in English. This marks 
the first year that Old Rochester Regional has created 
two sections of an Advanced Placement course - there 
are two Advanced Placement Biology classes, typically 
the most popular Advanced Placement test nationwide, 
which was an issue that caused some contention during 
the scheduling process last year. Also, Old Rochester 
Regional High School supports students who want to take 
Advanced Placement exams outside of the courses their 
schedules allow for; last year, some students took the 
Advanced Placement German and Advanced Placement 
Economics tests with the assistance of some teachers from 
the social studies and foreign language departments. 

The high school has not yet received the 
annual report on its students' Advanced Placement 
achievements. Once a year. College Board informs high 
schools of its students who receive national Advanced

Cedar Beach Continues at 
Tabor

Relationships are like 
beaches - they are beautiful. 
They are powerful and always 
changing. But like beaches, 
relationships can be stormy 
and are subject to unexpected 
changes - and erosion - over the 
years. 

Such is the central 
theme of Cedar Beach, a Tabor 
original play that will continue 

its run this weekend. Written by Tabor English teacher 
and drama director Mark Rowland, this play focuses 
on three generations of the Nickerson family, their 
joint ownership of a Cape Cod house, and how their 
relationships change over time. Like the summer season, 
the play starts on Memorial Day in the 1950s and ends in 
current day on Labor Day weekend. 

Cedar Beach is the fifth play that 
Mr. Rowland has written for the school. 
Using a grant, Mr. Rowland took this 
past summer to craft the play. Besides 
saving on the cost of obtaining rights to 
other plays, producing Tabor original 
plays gives the school flexibility in 
casting, Mr. Rowland said. Moreover, it 
gives the school a chance to produce a 
play that is a true challenge to actors. 

'Tt's hard to find material for 
this age group,'' said Mr. Rowland. 
"There's a lot of stuff out there that is 
silly, fun theater - middle school theatre. 
I think high school kids are up for a real 
challenge. The middle ground is often 
just left out." 

At times tense with arguments 
and long-held grudges. Cedar Beach 
was the perfect challenge for Tabor 
actors. "It's a fairly mature show in its themes," said Mr. 
Rowland. "The kids have really latched onto it. They've 
brought an energy and a dynamic. They've embraced 
the show and made it theirs." 

Chapman Ryatt, a Tabor student playing the 
part of eldest Nickerson child, Charles, said the part 
speaks to his real-life role as a big brother. "Charles 
starts out in the play as a naive and innocent 12-year 
old boy who loves his father deeply and feels a strong 
connection with both his father and his grandfather," 
said Mr. Ryatt. "As Charles gets older, he starts 




becoming more of a leader with the rest of his younger 
family members and he has no difficulty taking charge 
of a situation. But Charles has his faults too, most 
noticeably is his reluctance to accept any type of change 
within the family... I really like the character and I can 
relate with him a lot. I'm also the oldest in my family 
and I know what it takes to be a leader and to take care 
of your siblings. 

For Oliver Palmer, there is a palpable excitement 
about being a part of a play's first performance. 
Mr. Palmer plays the part of Renry the sibling who 
advocates for change, and therefore creates conflict 
among his static siblings. 

"I think one of the biggest challenges of the play 
is the fact that the script is original as of a couple months 
ago, so we the actors have to create original characters," 
said Mr. Palmer. "We had nothing to go on but the script, 
and we had to make the characters come alive using 
only our own intuition and the evidence presented in 
the script... It has been very challenging to take a freshly- 
written script that contains ink and paper, and transform 
it's content into living, breathing characters with strong 
emotions and a present, ever changing 
culture, but the product is definitely 
worth seeing." 

Another great challenge, 
said actors, was dealing with the age 
changes - Cedar Beach spans 50 years, 
which means that the students must 
play roles that are much younger and 
much older than they are, all within an 
hour. 

"It's been challenging to get 
into my character because Lucy starts 
at a very young age in the first scene, 
and in the last scene she's in her 40s," 
said Catherine Knowlton, who plays 
the part of Lucy, the strong-headed, 
youngest Nickerson child. Rowever, 
Ms. Knowlton said that she enjoys 
playing her part. "My character is like 
me in that she knows what she wants 
and she doesn't take no for an answer," 
said Ms. Knowlton. "My favorite scene in the play is the 
final scene, when the main family conflict emerges and 
my four brothers and I have to come to terms with the 
changes our family has undergone over the years." 

Cedar Beach will continue its production at the 
Will Parker Black Box Theater on the Tabor Academy 
campus. Front Street in Marion, on November 10, 11 
and 12, at 7:30 pm. Admission is free, but the theater is 
limited to 75 people, so reservations are required. Please 
call 508-748-2000 for reservations or more information.

A Very Harold & Kumar 3D Christmas, Starring John 
Cho and Kal Penn. Directed by Todd Strauss-Schulson. 
Running time: 89 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Why do Harold and Kumar have to grow up? 
Cheech and Chong never did. In Harold (John Cho) is 
now a Wall Street shark and Kumar (Kal Penn) sits on his 
couch getting stoned all day because he's been disbarred, 
or disdoctored, or whatever you call it when doctors flunk 
a drug test. The two haven't seen each other in years, but 
fate throws them back together for another anarchic ride. 
In (2004), their goal was to make it to the eponymous 
burger joint. In (2008), their very freedom was at stake. 
Here, their task is to replace a Christmas tree burned 
down by a giant spliff; they also run afoul of Russian 
mobsters. All things considered, the boys' stoned quest 
for a burger seemed more urgent, somehow. 

The Christmas tree represents Harold's despera- 
tion to impress his tough-guy father-in-law (Danny Trejo, 
the idea of whose casting is funnier than he's allowed 
to be). The mobsters have to do with a weak subplot in 
which a friend of Kumar's wants to devirginize the mob 
kingpin's daughter. First of all, this is creepy. Second, the 
mob boss is played by Elias Koteas, who looks enough 
like former series mainstay Chris Meloni (who played 
Freakshow in the first film and a KKK grand wizard in the 
second) that I kept wondering why Meloni didn't return 
for this one, and it took me out of the movie. Third, we 
spend entirely too much time with Kumar's friend and 
Harold's milquetoast friend trapped in a closet along with 
the latter guy's stoned baby daughter. The movie tries for 
loads of laughs involving the baby getting high on weed, 
cocaine and ecstasy, then has the gall to be pious about 
Harold's desire to have kids and Kumar's struggle to be 
mature when his ex-girlfriend turns up pregnant with his 
seed. 

And Neil Patrick Harris? He shows up for about 
ten minutes, doing the usual diabolical-he-man shtick he 
does in these movies. A scene in which he more or less 




rapes a back-up dancer in his Christmas stage show isn't 
funny, just ugly. (He seems infected by the Kubrick crazy- 
face as seen on Alex in .) Here, we learn that the farcical 
NPH in these movies is an aggressively hetero man to be 
gay so he can get access to trusting women. Harris is, of 
course, gay in real life, which is what made the bizarro- 
world NPH in the other films funny, but bringing the real 
Harris' sexuality into it kills the joke. Since his screen time 
is so limited here, too, he doesn't have a chance to bloom 
into party-boy insanity, as in the previous movies. 

I laughed occasionally, but it felt more like giv- 
ing in. What started as a beautiful one-off, extended in a 
pretty decent sequel, has now grown gray at the edges. 
I don't want to know that Harold and Kumar have been 
estranged for years; it violates the trashy fun of their 
earlier adventures, and makes the end of feel hollow in 
retrospect. And spare me the muck about how Harold and 
Kumar find the true meaning of friendship, even if it does 
precede an obscene update of the tongue gag in At the 
end, they're both facing fatherhood, Hollywood's idea of 
growing up and becoming a decent member of society. (I 
tend to think that such wishful thinking wouldn't survive 
an evening in the company of Michael Lohan.) 

And I keep flashing back to Cheech and Chong. 
They made good movies and bad, and the bad ones truly 
contaminated the continent (Chong should' ve been incar- 
cerated not for selling bongs but for , but I don't remem- 
ber them ever stooping to reassuring us that they were 
really upstanding citizens at heart, who would become 
family men at Christmastime and give us the warm fuzz- 
ies. No, they got wrecked and they screwed up and they 
were funny. That used to be enough for stoner comedies.
